** Shortly after midnight we said good night 
to George D. and Charies E. Anthony at the 
Marquette club. We went west on Maple 
‘street to Clark, thence south to Oak, west on 
the north side of Oak to Market street. Mid- 
way between Franklin and Market streets we 
met two men who looked like two of the gang 
of Democratic toughs who had been making 
trouble for us during the day. We continued 
west, intending to go to the Twenty-third 
Ward headquarters at Hobbie and Townsend 
streets. At Oak and Market streets we heard 
two shots. There were two policemen on the 
opposite corner. On hearing the shots we 
both ex claimed. There goes the ballot-box in 
the Ninth Precinct.’ The policemen ran up 
and passed us, and as they did so O’Brien 
cried out: ‘Get our your guns, for yqu’!l need 
them.’ They did 80. At this time we saw 
three men running towards us on Oak street. 
When they saw the policemen they darted into 
the alley just east of Sedgwick street and one 
of the policemen fired at them. We stopped 
in front of the Swedish church and looked up 
Market street and saw two men cross, going 
east on Whiting street. One appeared to be 
helping the other, who seemed to be hurt. We 
then followed the pulicemen to Sedgwick anda 
Oak streets, where one of the policemen 
pulled a patrol-box for the wagon. From 
there we went with the policemen to No. 117 
Oak street, where the shooting occurred. 
Seemg a wounded policeman there, O’Brien, 
with a policeman, ran to the drug store at 
Townsend and Oak streets to get a doctor. 
From there we went north on Townsend to 
Division street, thence east to Dearborn ave- 
nue, and south to the Marquette club. We 
reported what had happened and remained 
there until 2 o’clock in the morning.“ 

Charles E. Anthony said early yesterday 
forenoon O' Prien ‘came to him in regard to 
Colliander’s ante-mortem statement. He 
showed me the article in Taz Trrevunsz and 
said: ‘I sold those tickets to Colliander and 
I do believe he has migtaken Jack Bingham 
forme.’ I advised him to go and report the 
matter to Inspector pchaack.’”’ Mr. Anthony 
and many other members of the Marquette 
club remember O’Brien at the club- 
house and his leaving with the Republican 
challenger at midnight.

The Wise Thirteen.

It had been reported Sentry 
was concealed in that neighborhood. The 
thirteen detectives left the station ina body. 
They marched in double file west on Chicago 
avenue to La Salle avenue, where consulta- 
tion was held. The numerous loafers poured 
out of the saloons along Chicago avenue to 
see what it all meant. With great sagacity 
and cunning the detectives divided into two 
squads, eight gomg down La Salle avenue to 
Kinzie street and five by way of Wells street.

WILL DISMISS 600 CITY EMPLOYES. 


Local Administration Drops Men, It Says, 
Because of No Work in Winter. 

Mayor Hopkins said last night within the 
next two weeks at least 500 to 600 mén in 
the various departments of the city will be 
dismissed from the service, on account of the 
beginning of the winter season and the con- 
sequent lack of work: 

„There are always a great many men dis- 
missed at this time of the year and it is not 
strange that we should be doing it. I expect 
that the department heads will drop at least 
500 to 600 men very soon now. The only 
cause is the lack of work occasioned by the 
oncoming of winter and bad weather. These 
men will be from all of the departments and 
no favoritism will be shown.”’ 

There were no more men let out yesterday 
as far as could be learned about the City Hall. 
The Mayor has instructed the department 
heads not to talk about the matter, and they 
all deny that any men have been dropped. 
Thursday, however, they admitted that nearly 
200 men were dismissed in the pipe extension 
cepartment and half as many in the sewer 
and water departments. The whole number 
thus far dismissed is about 300. 

In reference to the statement that the street 
cleaning service had been stop ped on account 
of the contractor having refused to proceed on 
account of the condition of the city’s finances, 
Supt. Scofield of the Street Cleaning Depart- 
ment said: The contract for sweeping the 
streets is held by James Burke. He is paid 
by the mile and his contract expires Nov. 15. 
He suspended work simply on account of the 
bad weather. The statement that J. 8. 
Cooper had the street cleaning contract was 
incorrect. He has the contract for the acav- 
enger service in the First Ward and has not 
suspended work. When Mr. Burke’s contract 
expires the department will take care of the 
down-town streets. - 


FINDS VOTERY LIST IN A SEWER, 


Centains Names of Cottage Grove Avenue 
Residents. 

One of the sewerage pipes in the New York 
Life Building became clogged yesterday to 
such an extent that a plumber had to be called 
to clear it out. When the covering was re- 
moved one of the pipes was found to be com- 
pletely stopped by a registered list of voters 
and a pamphlet containing a digest of the 
election laws. The names recorded were 
those of voters along South Cottage Grove 
and Prairie avenues. Although torn into 
small pieces the book is evidently one used in 
the preliminary canvass to ascertain whether 
there was any false registration, and how the 
residents of the district were likely to vote. 
At the top of the cover is written the name 
M. B. Allen, Wickler’s drug store, No. 1918 
State street. The janitor of the buiiding pre- 
served the pieces of paper for some time 
thinking he had unearthed evidence ot elec- 
tion fraud.

GOV, FISHBAOK FLAYS THE ENGLISH. 


He Resents the “Impertinence” of the 
Anti-Lynching Committee. 

Lrrria Rock, Ark., Nov. 9.—Gov. Fish- 
back sent a reply to the answer of the Anti- 
Lynching committee of England of Nov. 6. 
Gov. Pishback, after acknowledging the re- 
ceipt. of the letter, answered numer- 
ous questions asked by the committee 
as to lynchmgs within his State, and 
then goes on to say: “Upon what possible 
system of reasoning does your committee or 
do the English people base their assumption 
of right to teach the people of this or any 
other Christian or civilized country either 
morals or manners? What single page of En- 
glish history or what aspect of English 
character would justify intelligent people in 
supposing that England has a higher regard 
for human rights, for morals, or for religion 
than the people of the United States? 
What civilized country on the globe has 
shown less regard for human rights where her 
interests were involved than England? Her 
treatment of Irish tenants, of the African, of 
the Egyptian, of the Sepoys of India, of our 
own colonist ancestors,. of whatever peo-

sus reports, is educatmg not only a larger 
percentage of her white children, but also 
of her colored children, than England is 
educating of her own sons and daughters, and 
within the last ten years has established near- 
ly one church every other day, until she has 
one church for every 825 people.

Jeffery is President, are recited and the’ peti- 
tion claims that the Metropolitan suit 
was influenced and brought through 
information given the bank by Jeffery; 
that Wolcott and Vaile consulted with 
Jeffery and Otto Meare, President of the Rio 
Grande Southern, and the agreement was 
made to protect the two banks. the Rio 
Grande road, and Fred Walsen by confessing 
judgment on the day the papers were filed, 
which was at the same time as Jeffery wus 
appointed receiver of the Southern on his

What Mr. Jefferey Says. 

Receiver Jefferey had the following to say 
tonight in regard to the suit: The National 
Bank of Commerce is an unsecured creditor 
of the Rio Grande Southern for the amount of 
$25,000. There are other unsecured credit- 
ors amounting to $360,000 and secured cred- 
itors amounting to $400,000, making the 
floatmg debt $782,000, being $444,000 
less than the floating debt when the 
receiver was appointed, Aug. 2, 1893. So far 
as I have been able to learn all creditors 
except the National Bank of Commerce are 
desirous that the receiver continue to dis- 
charge his duties as prescribed by the court 
and they express unqualitied satisfaction at 
the results that have been accomplished thus 
far under the receivership. It is impossible 
to say at this time what order the court may 
make in the matter of the $25,000 due to 
the National Bank of Commerce when the 
case comes up for hearing. Many of the 
other creditors, secured and unsecured, tried 
to dissuade the National Bank of Commerce 
from doing what it has done, as they believe 
it was an unwise step.

Attorney-General Begins Action to Have 
Trust Companies’ Charters Forfeited, 
Mempnuis, Tenn., Nov. 9.—The State of 

Tennessee opened the fight against the cot- 

tonseed trust today. Attorney-General M. R. 

Patterson filed suit in the Circuit Court 

against the Valley Oil Mill, the Tennessee 

Cotton Oil company, the Desoto Oil company,

pany, six of the most powerful members of 
the alleged trust, askmg the court 
to declare their charters forfeit- 
ed.

MBS. OLEVELAND MAY USE WATER. 


W. C. T. U. Wants the St. Lauts Christened 
with This Instead of Wink. 

Panter, Pa., Nov. 9.—[Special.|— 
Charles H. Cramp will probably be somewhat 
surprised tomorrow when he receives a del- 
egation from the W. C. T. U. armed with a 
bottle of pure Schuylkill water. A request 
will accompany the bottle that the water be 
used in christening the new American Line 
steamship St. Louis Monday. This singular 
request will be the outcome of a meeting of 
the temperance advocates today, at whicha 
resolution was adopted requesting Mrs. Cleve- 
land to christen the vessel with water instead 
of the customary bottle of wine, 

All arrangements have been completed for 
the launching of the St. Louis, This event 
has attracted more attention than any similar 
affair in recent years, because the St, Louis is 
the first modern ocean passenger vessel built 
in this country and the preparations have 
been necessarily on a larger scale than usual. 
Mrs. Cleveland is to christen the ship and she 
will be accompanied from Washington by a 
distmguished party, including all the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet and their wives.

Terrific Explosion at Huntington, 
Caused by Thawing. . 
Huxvrmorox, Ind., Nov, 9.—Three men 
were killed today and considerable property 
damaged by an explosion of dynamite which 
was being thawed out.

Recent Verses. 

** Armazindy,”’ which is the title of James 
Whitcomb Riley’s latest book of poems, is 
a distinct disappointment. (Indianapolis: 
Bowen-Merrill Co.) The prineipgl poem is 
called Armazindy’’; it is a story in Hoosier 
dialect of a strong-minded and hard-working 
young woman; but there is no par- 
ticular reason why bald tale 
should not be told in prose, 
It is not as easy to find quotable things in the 
last volume by Riley as it was in his earlier 
ones There are, of course, several graceful 
things, and were they attributed to an un- 
known name one would find words of praise 
for them; but Me. Riley must be judged by 
the standard which he himself has established. 
The most pretentious poem is The Silent 
Victors,” but one feels able to resist 
the temptation to quote from it. 
It is handicapped by didacticism. My 
Henry —a Hoosier woman’s description of 
her husband—is the best bit of diaiect. It is 
not fair to give the last verse without the four 
that precede it, but this is the fifth verse of 
"My Henry”:

B. Smith, by Dial press of Chicago. A 
chaster and more tasteful binding could not 
be desired. In these verses Mr. Smith, whose 
comic opera librettos are widely known, has 
set down more serious thoughts tnan his ud- 
mirers will be inclined to credit him with. 
Indeed, this edition is not intended for the 
general public, but is restricted to 200 
copies, and will not be sufficient to supply 
the author’s friends.

It 
is not necessary to quote one; pick up any 
newspaper (even the British ones are foliow- 
ing the custom) and you wiil find a few grace- 
ful stanzas signed by Frank L. Stanton. He 
is the only member of the minor choir who 
seems to be an optimist. And, as the old say- 
ing is, the worid loves a lover. In nearly 
everything he writes there is a delicacy of 
feeling, such as there is in this:

In one precinct a Republican judge was 
arrested without any pretext in order to delay 
voting. In another precinct scores of Re- 
publican voters were arrested and carried off 
so that they could not vote. In another chal- 
lengers were beaten and driven off and voters 
who refasei to vote tickets whigh had been 
marked by Democratic judges were set upon 
by the City Hall mob and pounded; In the 
Third Ward a determined effort was made to 
prevent colored Republicans from voting by 
requiring every one of them to make affidavit 
and arresting those who refused to do so. 
Had it not been for the smartness of these 
voters in putting on MacVeagh badges hun- 
dreds ot them would have been disfranchised. 
In the Sixteenth Ward many Scandinavian 
voters were disfranchised because they wanted 
to vote the Republican ticket. They had to 
lose their votes or expose themselves to the 
assaults of Democratic mobs, and sixteen 
Poles were kidnaped by police to prevent 
their voting. 

In the Twenty-third Ward immense gangs 
of toughs, among them City Hall employés, 
began at daylight and never stopped until the 
polls closed, going from precinct to precinct 
and assaulting every Republican upon whom 
they could lay their hands. Hundreds of 
voters were dragged from the polis, brutally 
beaten, and then thrown into the street. The 
outrages of the day closed with the brutal 
murder of Colliander by a Market street 
gang of toughs, among them City Hall em- 
ployés, As Tun Trisune described it on 
Wednesday morning: The Democrats had 
their bands of desperadoes at every voting 
place, and those desperadoes had their orders 
to let no Republican vote. They did their 
brutal best to carry out the orders, All the 
whart rats and dock thugs of the river pre- 
einets, all the bummers and petty thieves 
from the lodging-houses, and all the ‘stréng 
arm men from Goose Island to the North- 
western Depot were out, full of holy zeal for 
the success of the Democratic ticket, and 
maltreated any Republican upon whom they 
could lay their cowardly hands.” In the 
Twenty-fourth Ward deviltry was rampant. 
An Alderman, newspaper men, Marquette 
club men, and Republican voters generally 
were beaten, some of them in the most bruta! 
manner. Ia all the river precincts of this 
ward these thugs, some of them City Hail em- 
ployés, were engaged in the cowardly work of 
slugging respectable citizens who wished to 
vote the Republican ticket. In the Thirty- 
fourth Ward Democratic heelera from the 
Stock-Yards and elsewhere were engaged all 
day in committing most brutal assaults upon 
Republican voters and were aided in their 
diabolical work by laborers from the Went- 
worth avenue sewer, By these means hun- 
dreds of Republicans were disfranchised in 
that ward. 

The above is an incomplete and altogether 
insufficient description of the outrages com- 
‘mitted by the representatives of Hopkinsism 
Tuesday last. In every case reported -the 
police stood by and either were indifferent or 
aided the ruffians in their brutal work. There 
is both moral and political necessity for the 
punishment of the scounfrels who committed 
the outrages and of the police who allowed 
the devilish work to go on without inter- 
fereace, The Civic Federation, the Mar- 
quette and the Union League clubs have 
promptly risen to the performance of public 
duty in the business. This is not enough. 
Every Republican ward organization in the 
city should do its duty and those which fail 
should be punished also. Justice will not be 
satisfied until every one of these scoundrels, 
every thug who was actively engaged, every 
employé of Hopkins who assisted..and every 
policeman who stood by and looked on is run 
down and punished.

WHAT THE ARGUMENT MEANS.

Thatis all the 
argument means, but it is a great deal, and 
not at all in line with the idea of the junior 
organ that a time will come when “ protec. 
tion ceases to have the adherence of a consid. 
erable number of the people.” On the con- 
trary, the argument means that the people 
have had enough ol free trade to last them a 
good many years, and will have no more of it 
for a long while to come. It is probable the 
argument will prove an effectual one, and 
that for a full generation at least no political 
party of any considerable magnitude will 
have the hardihood to attempt to lay its hands 
on the wage scale of the American people. 
The Democrats pulled viciously at the pocket 
nerve of millions of Americans. They have 
had their answer, and they will not be al- 
lowed to try the experiment again, even if 
they were desirous of doing so.

Mr. William Winter dedicates his “ Life 
and Art of Joseph Jefferson” (a revision of 
his book, The Jeffersons,” printed fourteen 
years ago) to John Lawrence Toole, the rep- 
resentative comedian of England, “ uniting in 
a humble tribute of love and honor two men 
long united in personal affection and public 
esteem.“ Says the author in the introducnon:

The leader of the train robbers was known 
to bea man named Jones, and from the 
descripti of the men seen at Midvale 
Sheriff Curtis had no doubt they were the 
criminals he wanted. Capt. Cook of the 
Biackfoot Indian reservation, in which Mid- 
vaie is situated, had also heard of the strange 
characters, and Sheriff Curtis at once decided 
on pursuit and capture if possible. He took 
a restaurant-keeper of Great Falle and ten 
Blackfoot Indians with him. 
noitered but when they approached the well- 
known T wo Medicine Lake, on which the cabin 
of the robbers was st „ they were ob- 
served by u lookout, and a battle was neces- 
sary. In the attack and subsequesnt exchange 
of buliets the Great Fails restaurant-keeper 
was killed, one of the Indians was wounded, 
and the rest of the Indians fied, leaving the 
Sheriff without assistance. 

It was a critical time for both sides. The 
robbers had evidently pitched their camp in 
that spot so that they might flee into the 
Rockies, less than ten miles away, in case of 
emergencies, They at once moved with their 
horses down to a deserted vil in pass 
through which the Great Northern railroad 
crosses the mountains and waited for develo 
ments. Once in the mountains it is probabie 
that they thought they would besafe. The 
pass was thick with underbrush, and it was 
possible to obtain splendid ambush there in

The Great Northern railroad placed a loco- 
motive at the dis of the Sheriffs and gave 
them all rights of the tra zk across the mount- 
ains. The telegraph opers tors on each side 
of the mountains were in constant communi- 
cation with the Sheriffs and ail traffic had to 
wait on their movements. It was determined 
that these robbers should not get out of that 
pass. The snow had fallen on che mouatains 
that line the pass, and it was impossible for 
the robbers to attempt to scale the heights. 
They ee in, practically, and re 
were only two ways out, one at the east. where 
they had extered, and the other at the west 
toward Kalispel. The robbers also saw that 
they were trapped, and that it meant a fight 
to the death, 


On the very next morning after the fight at 
Midvale the robbere saw the locomotive slowly 
feeiing its along the pass. They were then 
in the deserted village, MeCartheysville, at the 
western entrance to the pass. It is far below 
the railroad and consists of nearly one hundred 


McCartheysville is on Beaver Creek 
was once one of the most famous places in 
Montana. It was a notorious stopping 
lace on the old tote“ road from the Plat- 
ead country across the mountains, a road 
the army officers had laid out in the old 
campaigning days when Indian fighting meant 
far more than in recent years with railroads 
to 1 supplies and troops. There was 
never a more wicked piace in the mountains 
than this McCartheysville, and murders were 
almost of nightiy occurrence there. Gambling 
and evil women were the chief reasons for its 
existence, When the railroads came and the 
old stage routes disappeared the town was 
deserted as it stood, and only a good-sized 
grave-yard remains to tell the story of the 
place’s wickedness and pr rity. 

It was thought that no better place than 
McCartheysville could be found in which to 
have a figbt with train robbers. It would be 
something like old times. The robbers were 
soon seen to number five men. They 
had picked up a fifth man in their 
escape across the plains, as it was 
afterward learned, and by the glowing tales 
they told of the fascination of their mode of 
life and its rewards persuaded him to join 
them. It was evident that they were as- 
tounded at the locomotive. That was the 
kind of a pursuit they had not reckoned on. 
The engine stop opposite the town and 
the posse made its way cautiously down the 
ravines and reconnoitered. When they neared 
the village it was seen that the robbers had 
fled. They had been in such a hurry that 
they had left their blankets, a fact that tne 
pursuers saw with satisfaction, for it meant 
suffering to the robbers during the nights. 
They also left their horses and much of their 
ammunition. They even went off hungry, 
for the meat of their breakfast was cooking in 
the frying-pan and the coffee was ready for 
drinking. 

Deprived of blankets, horses, and with only 
a little ammunition and no means of escaping 
over the mountains and a pursuing party on a 
locomotive close upon them, it became a 
very unequal match. The robbers were 
game, however. They could not light a fire 
in the pass without discovery, and their only 
hope was to steal out of the pass at night. 
The watch at each end was too close for that, 
but they would not give up. Oeccasionally 
the men on the locomotive would see them 
through the thickets and fire on them. and 
one day 1 wounded one ot them in the hip. 
He kept right on with his .companions, and 
that day’s hunt, like several that preceded it, 
went for naught. 

That night the Sheriffs and their locomotive 
dropped down to a mountain settlement on 
the west side of the Rockies called Java. Sher- 
iff Gaugner and three men thought that they 
would steal up the track a ways and see if they 
could learn anything new. y walked with 
the utmost quiet. It was moonlight, and just 
as they stole around a curve they came tace 
to face with four of the robbers. Up went the 
guns and a volley rang out in the night. The 
leader of the robbers, Jones, was shot dead. 
Another, the man who had been picked up on 
the road, was wounded mortally. A third 
rolled down the steep mountain side and dis- 
appeared in the darkness, bounding from 
stone, and crashing among the bushes. 
fourth was Mott, who had been wounded in 
the afternoon. He threw up his hands and 
shouted : 

For God's sake don’t shoot any more!“ 

Mott surrendered, and he and the wounded 
man and the dead body of their leader were 
taken to Kalisdel. The engine returned to the 
pass during the night, and in the morumg a 
section hand was surprised to see the man 
who had rolled down the mountain crawi from 
almost under the engine and surrender. He 
was cold and stiff, and had hid there for 
warmer shelter at night. It was utserly out 
of the question for him to hold out any longer. 
As he hela up his hands aud surrendered he 


said: 
It's all right, boys. We heid out as long
